Boys Under Age Employed in St. 
Paul Coal Mine at Cherry. 


INSPECTOR DAVIES IS BACK. 


Urges Compulsory Measures to.Protect 
Lives of the Diggers. 


According to Chief State Factory Inspector 
Edgar T. Davieg. who returned from Cherry 
yesterday with his assistant, Barney Cohan, 
‘there were many violatione of the child 
labor law in the ill fated St, Paul mine. 

We have not finished our investigation 
as yet,” he said. “ When we obtain a full 
report the matter will be taken up through 
the coroner and the state’s-attorney of that 

ounty. There is no doubt that the company 
employed children under age, but I do not 
think it was an intentional violation. 

The children either got in the mine 
through false ‘affidavits or by accompanying 
their parents, as in the case of Albert Kroll, 
15 years old, who was found dead in the 
mine by the side of his father. 

The boy’s mother begged her husband 
not to take the boy down ‘in the black hole’ 
only the day before the disaster occurred. 
But he took him just the same. 

“It is possible’ that the mine bosses’ or 
under superintendents, from charitable mo- 
tives, may have employed the boys, know- 
ing they were under age.“ 


Many Children in the Mines. 


Mr. Davies believes at the present time 
about 1,500 children are employed in the 
mines in the state. The mining operators 
will be notified that all children under 16 
years of age must be taken from work in the 
mines. 

They will be notified also to investigate 
carefully all of the age affidavits of chil- 
dren working in the nrfnes, for according to 
Inspector Davies most of these affidavits are 
not worth the paper they are written on. 

About 2,200 children, ranging from 11 to 
16 years of age, were taken from work in 
the mines in the state following the legisla- 
tion on the subject of chlid labor in mines, 
passed in 1908 and 1904. 3 

The men who were taken from that mine 
alive have the members of the Chicago fire 
department who ere at Cherry to thank for 
their lives, said Mr. Davies. The firemen 
cannot be too warmly commended for their 
splendid work. 

The twenty men who were found dead in 
the east wing of the second vein had been 
dead only two or three hours when the res- 
cuers reached them. 


Measures to Protect Lives.

pelled to have a standpipe running down the 
shafts, with proper connections at the various 
levels, to prevent any possibility of the wa- 
ter supply of the mine being shut off from the 
top in case of fire. 

Every mine also should be equipped with 
the proper fire apparatus, including oxygen 
helmets.

Another gfrong monopoly, the brewing and 
liquor interests, hates with equa! intensity 
the new scale of license duties imposed by 
the budget. At present, the liquor saloons 
in Great Britain escape with a light license 
duty. Mr. Lioyd-George has considerably 
increased the scale, which, however, is still 
much below the scale of license duties ruling 
in the United States. 


Protectionists Foe to Budget. 

The liquor and land monopolies have made 
@ common cause against the budget. They 
have an unscrupulous ally in the protection- 
ists, who foresee that if this budget shall be- 
come a law tariff reform will be sponged 
off the slate. 

Mr. Lloyd-George had to raise 162.000, 000 
for the year 1909-'10. He has shown that this 
money can de raised with comparative ease 
under a free trade system, without adding a 
farthing to the cost of the necessaries of life, 
or placing any burden on industry. As his 
plan provides adequately for the present and 
future needs, the cause of protection and 
food taxes collapses like an empty sack. 
Thus the great feudal land owners and the 
drink interests, the most demoralizing and 
unclean influence in British politics, and the 
advocates of protection, are massed together 
against. this social welfare budget,” as, it 
has been called by Prof. Marshall, one of the 
most eminent political economists of the day. 
Against this array of selfish, corrupt, privi- 
leged interests, the Liberal party will take 
the field with proud exultation, as it has all 
that joy in battle that comes from a noble 
cause. 


Aims of Liberals’ Fight. 
Liberalism is fighting to preserve the Brit- 
ish constitution against a foul conspiracy 
which ie aiming a blow at its heart. It is 
fighting against feudalism in its last in- 
trehichment. It is fighting for the masses of 
the British people to save ahem against ex- 
ploitation by monopolists on the one hand, 
and on the other to protect them against the 
viciseitudes of life and industry, by old age 
pensions and a scheme of insurance against 
unemploy ment. 
Finally, Liberalism is fighting for its own 
life. The house of lords will never establish 
its claim to control the finances of the nation 
except over the prostrate body of the British 
Liberal party. Were this-audacious claim 
to succeed, every future government would 


depend for its existence on the caprice and 


favor .of an irresponsible hereditary as- 
seinbly, for if the lords can destroy one 
budget they could destroy all budgets. 

But this claim of an insolent aristocracy 
cannot succeed. It is opposed alike to the 
genius of the British people and to the spirit 
of their free conetitution.

Dec. 12, 1804, and their marriage was some- 
thing of a social event.

LIBRARY WANTS ARCHIVES, 
BUT NOT THE ARCHIVIST. 


Miss Valentine Smith Not Mentioned in 
Directors’ Resolutions, but ae Is

The archives of the city of Chicago at last 
will find a home in the Chicago public library 
building, provided they will be under abso- 
lute control of the library directors, that 
only such of the archives as are desired be 
given space, and that no archivist goes with 
the transfer.

Railroad companies generally 
protect themselves against too low express 
rates by providing in their contracts for 
transportation with the express companies 
that no express rate shall be lower than a 
Certain percentage of the first class freight 
rate, usually one and a half times. 

The interstate commerce commission is 
satisfied that the express companies consti- 
tute a much more complete monopoly of the 
business they transact than the railroads co 
in respect to the-traffic they handle, There 
are five important express companies—W ells, 
Fargo & Co the Adams Express company, 
the United States Express company, the 
American Express company, and the Pacific 
Express company. 

These five concerns have made exclusive 
contracts over 167,000 miles of railway, al- 
most three-fourths of the entire railway lines

Trunks Have False Bottoms, 

The “sleeper trunk frauds, whereby 
goods are brought into this country in trunks 
with false bottoms to deceive the inspectors, 
— to many parts of the United States, 

hough * only through the port of New 
York in the cases about to be prosecuted. 

Beyond the generalization of millions of 
dollars, nobody officially can estimate the 
amount of taxes thus evaded. Most of the 
violators of the law in this respect are dress- 
makers, The government has a good deal of 
evidence along this line, and the prosecutions 
for this. form of wholesale dishonesty prom- 
ise to be of a sensational character. 

Collector Loeb expressed the opininn today 
that the sleeper trunk frauds couid no longer 
be carried on successfully: under the rules he 
has adopted, These provide fora new samp 
arrangement for trunks, and a Mmitetion of 
the hours a trunk may remain on the docks 
instead of being permitted to stay there long 
enough to be whisked away after nightfall. 


Will Stow Trunks Safely. 

Instead, the government will stow away 
the trunks in a place safe from possibility 
of smuggling off the docks in the darkness. 
An honest standard for all steamship em- 
ployés will be buttressed by the collector's 
efforts.

Lady Cardigan in her recently published “ Recol- 
lectlons describes the hospitality which the first mar- 
quis was wont to dispense there in her early girl- 
hood, when Napoleon III., then @ mere pretender and 
an exile, was a frequent guest, especially at Christ- 
mas time. Lord and Lady Desart, the latter a fas- 
cinating woman, were often of the party, and Na- 
poleon, on being asked one evening how he liked the 
house, replied: “J’atme beaucoup Beaudesert, mais 
encore plus la belle Desart.” 

Fortunately the present Lord Anglesey is enormously 
rich, and save for the imconvenience to which he 
has been subjected and for the destruction of a house 
replete: with so many associations of an historic and 
family character can afford the monetary loss. For, 
since the death of his bankrupt cousin, the late mar- 
quis, and his own accession to the honors, rich coal 
mines have been discovered on these Staffordshire 
estates of his near Cannock Chase, some miles from 
Beaudesert. In fact, his income today is well over 
$700,000 a year. He is still unmarried, one of the 
greatest prizes in the matrimonial market, and popu- 
larly believed to be a suitor for the hand of Princess 
Patricia of Connaught, the apparently insuperable ob- 
stacle to the match being of a dynastic order.

Should Lord Anglesey marry and die without male 
issue, but leave a daughter, his marquisate of Angile- 
sey and his earldom of Uxbridge would go to his 
brother, ‘while his barony of Paget would pass to his 
Gaughter, who would become a peeress in her own 
right as Lady Paget. For this particular dignity ts 
a barony in fee and as such is transmissible in the 
female line. It ig indeed owing to this that- Lord 
Anglesey is a peer of the realm today. For the original 
Paget family became extinct in the male line in the 
middle of the eighteenth century through the death of 
the eighth Baron Paget Without issue. The barony 
thereupon passed to the son of Caroline Paget, last 
of her line, and a great-granddaughter of the fifth 
Lord Paget. She married Sir Nicholas Bayly, a baro- 
net, and owner of Plas-Newydd; and it was through 
her, that is to say, the last of the Pagets, that her 
son tnherited the barony of Paget as ninth holder of 
that peerage. He was subsequently advanced to the 
earldom of Uxbridge, and it was his son and suc- 
cessor, the commander of the British Cavalry at Wa- 
terloo, who was the first marquis of Anglesey. 

Plas-Newydd, a beautiful place on the island of 
Anglesea, commanding a superb view of the Menai 
straits and which came into the possession of the 
Bayly family through the founder of the house, Dr 
Lewis Bayly,. lord bishop of Bangor in the reign of 
James I., remains at the disposal of Lord Anglesey 
It was the favorite country home of the last two 
marquesses, who never went near Beaudesert. The lat- 
ter has now been swept out. of existence and by rea-
